Nothing can be more Al Lounded than the idea of 
rambling attached to the purchaſe of a lottery ticket; 
which remains in the poſſeſſion of the proprietor till 
its fate is aſcertained. Few advance their money with- 
out ſome proſpect of extraordinary advantage, which, 
in proportion to its poſſible magnitude, muſt be at- 
tended with hazard, or, at leaſt, with tlat kind of 
view which is called ſpeculation. f What! is a Tontine? 
but a letter) of lives, wherein no adventurer can expect : 
to amend his circuniſtances but by the deaths of his 
: competitors ; and, as naturally as he wiſhes for ſuc- 
ceſs, muſt wiſh that a certain number of human beings 
may be ſwept away by plague or conffagration. 
Admitting that what is termed inſuring upon caſual

| Ingenuity could point out a variety of methods which 


would anſwer the purpoſe every jot as well. Who has 
heard of eſtates of 20,000). per ann. and more being ſwal- 
lowed up in a lottery ? How many inſtances of that 
kind does the ſingle ſtreet of St. James's furniſh, 

where more money is gambled in one night than in an 
whole year upon the lottery, without the public or the 


kingdom reaping the leaſt emoluments, which are com- 


monly engroſſed by the moſt worthleſs of ſociety ? 


The mifapplication of the capital prizes by thoſe who 


have been ſo fortunate as to obtain them, has been ano- 
ther favourite theme for declamation, and certainly 


none more weak and ridiculous, avowedly uſed to ob- 


ject for the mere ſake of objecting. A review of the 
Proprietors of the great prizes, as long as we can trace 


them, proves the direct contrary, and ſhews that they 5 


have been much more prudently enjoyed than large 


fortunes unexpectedly bequeathed, or even derived from 


hereditary entail. Of this the laſt lottery furniſhes a 
particular and notable inſtance. - One of the prizes of 
20,000/. was divided into ſhares, and was veſted in 
the lower claſſes of the community in proportions from 
$5,0001. to 1,200/. each; yet we do not hear of theſe 
fortunate adventurers becoming ſacrifices to vice and 


diſſipation] juſt the reverſe ; they every one placed 
their money in the funds, and continue their reſpective 


' occupations with the ſame induſtry as before. 
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The following brief ſtatement of the advantages 
which have been drawn from lotteries, when the plan of 


paying the prizes in money inſtead of funding has been 


adopted will demonſtrate the n of this a | 


reſource:

The profit however is {till the ſame, as with 
out a lottery this amount muſt have been made up by 
i ! a further addition to the debt, or in ſome other way. 
Under theſe circumſtances, the average advantages from 
5 1776 to 1784, incluſive; are upwards of 1,700, ooo. 
Theſe with the profits above ſtated, when there were 
no loans, ſhew that this operation of ſinance has cleared 
4 ta the nation THREE MILLIONS within the laſt fifteen. 
1 years, without incurring any debt or additional tax. 
An accurate ſurvey of this ſubject taken from the firſt 
origin of a lottery will demonſtrate, chat if they had 
never been in uſe, the national debt would be at this 
moment THIRTY MILLIONS more than it is; to 
which may be added the important conſideration, that 

if the voluntary contributions of the people, in this ſhape, 

were abſolutely appropriated and ſuffered to accumu- 
late, upon the principles recommended by Dr. Price, 

' THEY ALONE would diſcharge double the amount of 
the whole national debt in a leſs time than it has been 
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7 Bete are many collateral benefits 2 from a lot- 
tery beyond thoſe immediately propoſed and appearing. 
Many dependants gratified, and many deriving fub- 
ſiſtence from it. In various branches the revenue aug- 
mented ; in the ſtamps materially ſo, by advertiſements - 
and otherwiſe, In the Poſt-office to a great degree, 
it being proved by a very authentic computation, that 

the extraordinary poſtage in the circulation of letters 
upon this account, is annually above TEN THOUSAND 
POUNDS. One of the moſt celebrated authors of this 
country, no lefs conſpicuous for the beauties. than the 
morality of his writings, deſcants upon this ſubject

Ir is ſtill further to be argued, that the voluntary 6 
contribution raiſed from a lottery, does not flow from 
the people of ENGLAND alone. Other countries, the : 
whole commercial world add to, and advance it. By the i. 7 
regulations recently adopted in IRELAND, not leſs than bs 
a balance of 40,000/.annuallywill be drawn from thence. 5 
Moreover let it be conſidered, that if there was no lot- : 
tery in England, there are multitudes attached to that £ 
kind of ſpeculation who would be adventurers in any WW. 7 
| ſhape, and at any rate, ſooner than not atall. The na- bi 
tural Lepnlequence muſt be, that inſtead of large . ſums 
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being an into this country, large ſums would in- 


fallibly be transferred abroad, and particularly to France 
and Holland, where there are conſtant lotteries; it is 
worth notice, that foreigners prefer the Engliſh lot- 
teries always to their own, and that their demand for 
the tickets are very conſiderable, and far beyond what 
1$ generally conceived or underſtood ; ſo that in this 


caſe the balance would be infinitely againſt us. 


In the reigns of Queen Anne and King George che 
Iſt. there were frequent lotteries of 100,000 and eren 


150,000 ten pound tickets, to which there never was 


| any deficiency of ſubſcribers. They were always 


filled, though nothing equal in advantage and proſpect 


to modern lotteries ; and notwithſtanding innumerable 


Guinea and [other ſmall private lotteries were grafted 
upon them. In theſe private lotteries men of the firſt 
rank and conſequence then took the lead and acted as 
truſtees, They were at length prohibited by the legif- 


lature, under the impreſſion that they interfered with, 


and in jured the ſale of the ſtate tickets, which were at 
that time conſidered as an object of great importance, 
though the debt of the country Was ö an VOL 


. part of what it now is. 


After this period alterations and 1 innovations became 


| frequent 1 in the various acts for eſtabliſhing lotteries, 
and, as is generally the caſe, tended more to defeat than 


to promote the end it was their intent to obtain. 


© Theſe variations were continued till the year 1782, 


when their expected conſequences were completed, by 


the enaction of the preſent ill adviſed, complicated, un- 
| intelligible code of law, which acts as a manacle only 

upon thoſe of property and character, from whom the 
| public are aſſured of fair and juſt conduct, while BY 
opens a door for thoſe of exactly a contrary deſcrip- 


tion, and preciſely prevents an extended circulation of

the tickets r 3 it might really be ſuppoſed that 


this act was intended to effect the very oppoſite.of what 
its preambles to the different clauſes recite. A large ſum 
_ arifing from the duty upon licences has been wonder. . 
fully relinquiſhed, and that kind of lottery offices 
which juſtified complaint, increaſed by no licence being 
neceſſary. 

The public finding andre limited as to the a- 
mount they might be diſpoſed to adventure, and not 
permitted to purchaſe à real ſhare of an act pal ticket un- 
der, a certain denomination, had recourſe to Joining 
their money, and four and five ſubſcribing to the pur- 
chaſe of à fixteenth or an eighth ſhare, From hence 
many have experienced inconvenience and diſappoint- 
ment. It has happened that the holder of the ſhare 
(and in the hands of ſome ones it muſt be) has been 
very unwilling to make a diviſion of a conſi derable prize 
to his colleagues in good fortune. 

Others contribute ſmall ſums at taverns and tc. 
houſes to the purchaſe of tickets, the produce of which 
are to be divided among the members of ſuch Lor r EX 
CLUBS, according to the rules upon which they agree. i 

Here the ſame objection recurs as to the truſt as in the 
former, though more confined, ſphere of acting. In 
both, there is the diſagreeable circumſtance of each in- | 
dividual member not poſſeſſing any private or particular 
voucher of his or her intereſt, in the ticket or ſhare ; 
which is {till more exceptionable as many wiſh purſuits 
of this kind to be attended with ſecrecy. At public- 

houſes, to ſay nothing of the waſte. of time, there is 
generally more money, ſpent than the amount of the ad- 
venture. 

It is alſo abs that the purchaſing of Aviſions of 
tickets at many of the offices, is not without hazard of 

material diſappointment. The dangerous ſpeculations

mode of ſubſeribing, propoſed in the pamphlet, comes 
under any of the prohibitions enacted by flatute 22. Geo. 3. 
cap. 47. or any other act of parliament for regulating 
lottery offices ; for it does not appear to me, that a place 
where per ſons ſubſeribe for the purchaſe of tickets, can be 
confirued to come unden the deſcription of a lottery office, 


Ad. Whether the inſttument termed a certificate, 
« ſerving as a voucher for the party ſubſcribing, that 
<* he or ſhe has an intereſt in, and claim upon 718 
4e SOCIETY, is not of that nature as would warrant 
* and ſupport au action at law for the recovery of any
